tonda, In behalf of Hevcral hundred native Ameri-
can republicans of Philadelphia.

Not confidentially, but not for publication, I have
already replied toft letter from David M. Stone,
esq., of your city, on the camo subject. I will write
to you in like manner, and in haste. This is the
month when the pressure of oflicial business is the
heaviest with me, leaving scarcely time for necessa-
ry sleep and exercise. I must not, however, wholly
neglect your communication.

Should any considerable number of my country-
men assign me or desire to give me a prominent po-
sition before the public, I shall take time to metho-
dize my views on the great question you have pro-
posed. Those views had their origin in the stormy
elections in the spring of 1836, and were confirmed
in the week that the Harrison electors were chosen
in New York. On both occasions I was in that city,
and heard in the streets the cry, " Down with the
natives!" It was heard in almost every group of
foreigners as the signal for rallying and outrage.
Fired with indignation, two friends sat down with me
in my parlor at the Astor House, (November, 1840,)
to draw up an address, designed to rally an Ameri-
can party. The day after the election I set out for
the South, and have never precisely known why our
appeal was not published. Probably the election of
General Harrison rendered its publication at that
time unnecessary in the opinion of my two friends.

I now hesitate between extending the period of,
residence before naturalization and a total repeal of
all acts of Congress on the subject. My mind in-

clines to the latter.
Concurring fully in the principles of the Philadel-

phia &c.'&c , I should prefer assuming the designa-
tion of American republicans, as in New York, or
democratic Americans, as I would, respectfully sug-
gest. Brought up in the.principles of the revolution

of Jefferson, Madison, &c, under whom in youth
I commenced life I have always been called, I have
ever professed myself, simply a republican or whig,
which with me was the same thing. Democratic
Americans would include all good native citizens
devoted to our country and its institutions would
not drive from us naturalized citizens who, by long
residence, have become identified with us in feeling
and interest.

I am happy to see. by the Philadelphia National
American, that religion is to be excluded as a party
element. Staunch Protestant as I am, both by birth
and conviction, I shall never consent to a party or
State religion. Religion is too sacred to be mingled
up with either. It should always be kept entirely
between each individual and God, except in the way
of reason and gentle persuasion as in families,
churches, and other occasions of voluntary atten-
dance, (after years of discretion,) or reciprocal con-
sent.

Wishing success to the great work which you and
other patriots have happily set on foot, I remain,

Kossuth's "Views of our Foreign Policy.
Kossuth has written a long and eloquent letter

addressed to the Charge d1 Affaires of the United
States at Constantinople, in which he speaks in very
sad terms of his present situation, of the treacherous
and cruel manner in which Turkey has dealt to-

wards him, and of the desperate chances of his lib-
eration. In referring to the intervention of the U.
S. Government in his behalf, and of the policy di-

recting its conduct towards foreign states, he utters
this pregnant passage :

" I must frankly tell you that I have anticipated
the failure of your negotiation. The Turkish Gov-
ernment yields but to fear or to protection, and it
must be fully aware thatr whatever may be the pow-
er of the United States, Turkey has nothing to fear
and no protection to hope from them ; nothing, be-

cause your Government, your legislative bodies, all
your organs of publicity, are very anxious to pro-
claim, every once again and again, that

in European matters is the first fundamen-
tal principle of the political system of the United
States. To be sure, wise were the men who estab-
lished this principle, and wise were the men who
followed it. It was a necessary one for the founda-
tion as well as for the growth of the United States.
Neither would it be convenient to me to investigate
whether the dress which is so well suited to protect
the childhood and to develope the youth will still
prove suitable when the much promising youth had
become a full grown man nay, a mighty giant, as
your country is. Time is going on, and every hour
may bring its own convenience, as it brings its own
necessity. May be that even your glorious country
may soon be called to feel that every position has
its necessity, haa its conditions has, I would almost
say, its unavoidable fatality ; the more, the greater,
the mightier that position is. ' God acts, not by
special will, but by general laws,' said an English
philosopher. May be that even your country will
very soon be called to feel that it is determined (as
surely it is) to uphold, nay, till to heighten the
glorious position it already holds; it will scarcely
be possible, should it even be convenient, not to put

Plank Plaining Macltlnc
The Albany Argus contains the following account,

of a plaining machine now in operation in that city.
All such improvements possess very great interest
for our mechanical readers, and we invite their at-

tention to the article annexed :
44 A satisfactory idea of the invention can only be

formed by seeing it at work. Though simple in its con-
struction, and easily comprehended at a glance, it is
difficult to convey a clear understanding of the modus
operandi on paper. It will be sufficient, perhaps, to
say that nothing heretofore invented approaches it,
either in respect to the speed with which it does its
work, or the accuracy of surface and finish which it
gives to every thing and any thing which passes
through it in the shape of a plank or board. A rough
board placed within its vortex comes out as even and
polished as a mirror, to the tune of 180 feet a minute ;

and this without driving the machine. Its maximum
capacity is double, and even treble this speed, and
the greater the power and the rapidity of the work-
ing, the more perfect is its execution. We can well
belive that it will turn out work at the rate of 200
and even 300 feet per minute, or as fast as it can be
fed.

"In this respect it outstrips the famous Wood-wort- h

invention, and promises to supersede it entire-
ly. Tne maximum capacity of that machine, we
are told, is 30 or 40 feet per minute. Such as are
interested in the progress of improvement will see
in this something new and strange, and well worth
inspectien and study. The inventor may be seen at
Townsend's furnace at any time to exhibit the ca-

pacity and power of his machine to all visiters."

From the Philadelphia Evening Bulletin
The progress of our Race.

In the enjoyment of almost every physical comfort, as we
Americans are, it.is almost impossible to realize the day when
the ordinary conveniences of life were unknown to our Brit-
ish aneeitors. Yet we do not have to go back far in order to
find a period when baths were almost unknown, when forks
were a novelty, and when chimneys were used in the houses
of the rich only. A curious book on this subject has lately
appeared in London, entitled " The Domestic Architecture
of England, from the Conquest to the End of the Thirteenth
Century,' from which we learn how little civilized our fore-
fathers were, notwithstanding their proximity to the conti-
nent.

It appears from this work that it was not till the sixteenth
century that chimneys came into ordinary use. Before that
period, the fire was kindled against the wall, and the smoke,
as in an Indian wigwam, allowed to escape through the roof.
Only the mansions of the nobility and gentry had chimneys.
The common people, meantime, lived in huts of wattles and
mud, not at all superior in construction to the cabins of the
beaver. Few even of the better sort of dwellings were built
of brick wood being the usual material employed; and it
was not until the thirteenth century that the present kind of
brick was brought into use even for manor-house- s; & all this,
too, at a time when magnificent palaces of marble were be-
ing erected in Italy, at but a few days' journe from Great
Britain.

In the conveniences of life our forefathers were
equally deficient. It was not until the thirteenth century
that a conduit of water was first established in London : be-
fore that period the precious fluid was hawked about by car-
riers, as milk is in our own time. Earthenware plates first
made their appearance in the same century, though they did
not come into general use until long afterwards. Forks were
rare, even in the palaces of kings, and to the lower orders
were totally unknown : Edward the First, when he died, had
but six among his effects no very royal supply certainly.
The other dinner-servic- e was equally meagre. Except the
huge salt-cell- ar placed conspicuously on the board, there
was little to be seen : a few wooden trenches in the houses of
the poor, and a scanty display of gilded or silver dishes in
the mansions of the rich, constituted the entire furniture of
the table. Spoons were, it would seem, plenty, though they
were of wood universally, unless among the wealthy. The
meat was served by being brought in on a spit, when each
guest cut off as much as he liked. The rooms were almost
bare of furniture. There was generally a huge stone bench
in the hall of the dwellings of the gentry ; but the common-
alty had no seats, except perhaps a settle in a chimney cor-
ner. Rushes supplied the place of carpets, even in the man-
sions of the great, as late as the reign of Elizabeth; while
the peasantry were content with bare mud floors, and fre-
quently undrained at that. Baths, instead of being an ordi-
nary convenience, were a luxury confined to the few, and
were unknown, even to English monarchs, till the reign of
Edward the First.

It is instructive to recur to facts like these, for they exhi-
bit in a forcible manner the improvements in material civili-
zation. Our ancestors, fire centuries ago, were, in all the
ordinary comforts of life, but little advanced beyond the In

The Foreign Debt Tlireats of England, France and

Spain The Garay Grant Mr. Webster's Dis-
patch, ifc.
By the arrival at New Orleans of the schooner

Robert Spedden, we have received Vera Cruz dates
up to the 8th, and from the city of Mexico up to the
4th inst.

The Foreign Ministers of England, France and
Spain have made some strong representations to the
Mexican Government on the subject of the payment
of the Mexican debts, which they have respectively
in charge. On the 1st of July, M. Pjna y Cuevas,
on offering, in the Chamber of Deputies, a pro-
position to authorize the Government to pay imme-
diately such debts as have the sanction of diplomatic
settlements, read a correspondence which he had had
with the Foreign Ministers.

To show the urgency of the case, M. Murcedo,
the Mexican Minister of State, repeated to the
Chamber the language of Mr. Doyle, the British
Minister, held in a recent conference with him.
"It," said Mr. Doyle, " I do not give information to
my government, by the next packet, that the Eng-
lish creditors have been put into possession of tht
principal of the debt, it is likely that the British
government will take decisive measures to obtain
justice." .The French and Spanish Ministers have
Also declared that if the English cabinet proceeds in
that way, their respective governments would per-
ceive the necessity of following the example. Re-
ports on the subject were expected in a day or two
from the committee on public credit, and on foreign
relations.

There was a report in the city of Mexico, on the
2d instant, that Mr. Webster's reply to the annun-
ciation of the repeal of the Garay grant had been
received. It was said to be a simple announcement,
without discussion, that it would be a casus belli for
the United States if the rights of American citizens
in Tehuantepec were disregarded.
